Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. New matter in claim 1 includes: changes made to 
the first (V to -Beta-), and last (V, V and V to -v~, -numerical pie^nd -Squiggly 
E-) equations in the amended claim. 

The amendment filed 9-29-03 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 
which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: Amendments to page 4, 
second equation, that changes "n», "p" and V to -v~, -numerical pie-and -Squiggly 
E-; amendment to the top of page 5 that changes V to -Beta-; amendment to page 
14, below Equation 13, that changes »n», "p» and V to -v- -numerical pie-and - 
Squiggly E~;.
